Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, April 26 : 

Week ended April 24. Bills of health issued to 6 vessels leaving for 
United States ports. 

The local epidemic of measles is on the increase, although no deaths 
from the disease have been reported. Scarlet fever has again made 
its appearance in the city district known as Pueblo Neuvo. Proper 
sanitary measures are reported as being taken to prevent the spread 
of these diseases. 

With the exception of 1 death from leprosy, no quarantinable 
diseases were reported for the 10 days ended April 20.
